THE oldeſt of the Heathen Gods was Cœlus, whoſe 
Son Saturn is ſometimes deſcrib'd like an old Man 
devouring his Children, and at others with Wings and 4 
Scyt he; with which having ſpoilt his Fathers propagating 
Faculty, left he ſhould produce other Beings, ſome of the . 
Blood feil into the Sea, and mixing with the foamy Waves 
gave birthto Venus. Ny Tp "os 
By Cœlus the Antients ſeem to have meant the Hea- 
vens, whoſe Motions give birth to Time, which is figured 
by Saturn, made old becauſe firſt created; and faid to 
deyour his Children, Time devouring its Off pring. The 
Wings imply its ſwiftneſs; and the Scythe, that it mows 
down all. Saturn caſtrating Cœlus ſhows, that Time 
ſoon takes from things the power of multiplying their 
Kind, leſt they ſhould encreaſe to too great a Number, 
and that the Deſtruction of one is the Production of ano- 
ther; alſo, chat even after the loſs of the Power, Deſire 
fluctuates, and creates Venus. 

Fair Venus is the Wife.of limping Vulcan, and Cupid 
is her Son; Mars is the Sn juno, who by the advice 
of Flora, begot him, having ggucht a Flower, to be even 
with Jupiter, who beget Miss va out of his Bram with- 
out any other help. Mars is charm d, courts and enjoys 
Venus; but Phoebus diſcovers this to Vulcan, who frames 
Jo artificial a Net, that he ſecures Mars and Venus in it, 
who are expos d to the laughter of the Gods. :
